An Act to amend the Mines and Minerals (Regulation and Deve¬ 
lopment) Act, 1957, for the purpose of exempting mining 
leases granted before the 25th day of October, 1949, in 
respect of coal from certain provisions of that Act in view of 
the importance of such leases in the context of coal produc¬ 
tion generally. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Ninth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1. This Act may be called the Mines and Minerals (Regulation and 
Development) Amendment Act, 1958.
